ELX-PRESIDENTS DAVIS AND JOHNSON 


Some weeks ago we published an ar- 
ticle embracing some documentary 
evidence from Gen. Humphrey Mar- 
shailand Col. A. k Greenwood, of New 
Orleans, showing that ex-President 
Davis officially interfered to protect 
Andrew Johnson froin a violent death 
at the hands of a mob, at Bristol, Ten- 
nessee, in 1861. 

The Washington correspondent of 
the Courier-Journal gets up a special 
dispatch 1n order to pronounce the 
matter ‘“‘decid:dly hypoeryphal.” He 
attempts to prove that it is by tne fol- 
lowing argument: 

Mr. Johuson left Washington for Tennessee, 
via Bris‘o|, abouta we.k after the firing on 
Sumter, ia April, 1861, at which time Mr. Davis 
was at Montgomery, Alabama, and not in a con- 
dition w observe the movements of trains and 
individuals in southwest Virginia. The so ca led 
‘conspiracy’’ is another piece of moonshine. 
Mr J:m800's course towart Mr. Davis was not 
hum ue enough to call for fiction to exolain it. 


ihe Kuoxville Chronicle endorss 
the above view and concludes that “‘the 
letter of Marshall looks very much like 
a weak effort to obtain clemency for his 
fallen chief through deception, and, 
perhaps, forgery.” The B ston 
Advertiser is of opinion that 
the inference that the facts stated had 
something to do with Johnson’s clem- 
ency toward Davis is not well founded, 
and it may be; but in our article we 
queried that only and did not assert it. 
The article has been copied into all 
the leading papers of the couatry and 
attracted such wide spread attention 
that we propose to notice the facts 
again. 

Mr. Davis was in Montgomery at 
the time referred to in Green- 
wood’s statement, and might 
have been informed fully of 
the intended violence of Mr. Johnson 
aod there were means and men at Bris- 
tol, acknowledging obedience to his 
orders, sufficient to have done all that 
is related. Whether Mr. Davis did do 
what is stated he can certainly remem- 
ber, and he is alive aud able to prove 
or destroy the story. So far from the 
letter of Marshall being ‘‘a weak effort 
to obtain clemency for bis fallen chief’ 
is concerned, it must be remembered 
that Marshall had no particular fond. 
ness for President Davis, but really be- 
lieved to his dying day thathe had 
grounds for serious dislike of Davis 
He stated in his letter to President 
Johnson that he wrote to him upon 
this subject “more in kindness to him 
(Johnson) than vo his state prisoner” 
and seemed anxious for Johnson to 
understand thatit was a mere discharge 
of what he believed a kindly and hu- 
mane duty. 

With reference to Greenwood’s state- 
ment the following may be said: We 
know that Mr. Greenwood resided in 
New. Orleans at the time the statement 
was written and that the character 
given him by Gen. Mershall was no’ 
exaggerated, He ‘may still be a resi- 
dent of that citv and if so, cao state 
whether he made a true statement of 
facts, or not. He attests it with his 
oath and had no motive to 
prompt him to tell a lie 
in 80 important a matter and 
in the face of all the parties to the af- 
fair. Mr. Johnson could very well 
have been ignorant of the part that 
Mr. Davis had in the matter, until the 
reception of the papers from Marshall. 
We stated that Mr. Johnson never was 
heard to allude to the affair in connec- 
tion with Mr, Dayis, but the Knoxville 
Chronicle is certainly Wrong in pre- 
suming that he never alluded to the 
attempted violence. He did so in 
his speech at Bristol in the fall of 
1872, when in eonnection with General 
Cheatham and” Horaté’ Maynard the 
great triangular contest tor congress- 
at large was entered into.

and the expectation seems to have a 
good basis. The Cameron family are 
not active; they are positively inactive.

The 
two great republican cities, Philadel- 
phia and Pittsburgh, will not cast their 
usual majorities. The workingme. 
and greenbackers have united in each 
of them, and, for that matter, through- 
out the res. of the state. They expect 
to poll over eighty thousand votes, a 
good share of which will come from 
the republican party. Pennsylvania 
will gertginly be redeemed on Tuesday. 

New Jersey elects a governor, one- 
third of its senate and its assembly. 
For governor, the democrats have nom- 
inated General McClellan; the republi~ 
cans Ex-Governor Newell; the prohi- 
bitionists, Mr Bingham, and the grean- 
backers, Mr. T. D. Hoxey. The two 
latter tickets will not hurt the demo- 
crats, and the indications are in favor 
of a larger majority for Gen. McCiel- 
lan than Mr. Tilden received—nearly 
thirteen thousand. 

Massachusetts elects state officers, 
a legislature andé local officers, Four 
complete tickets are in the field, the 
democrats having nominated Kx~Gov. 
Gaston for goverpor; the republicans, 
Gov. Rice; the prohibitionists,Mr. R. C. 
Pitman, and the greenbackers and 
workingmen, Wendell Phillips. Gov. 
Rics is running on an out-and-out 
Hayes platform, and if he pulls 
through, it will be ou that account. 
But the Massachusetts democrats are 
hopeful. Mr. Phillips is making an 
aggressive canvass, and it is thought 
that he will make serious inroads upon 
the republican strength, while the } ro- 
hibitionists claim 20,000 votes for their 
candidate. Gov. Gaston is very popular, 
anu his election by a plurality of votes 
should not be received with surprise. 

Wisconsin is the only other state 
in which the result ot the 
contest is doubtful. She elects 
a ful' ticket of state officers and a 
legislature. Here, too, there are four 
tickets in the field. The democrats 
have nominated James Mallory for gov- 
ernor, the republicans William E. 
Smith, the prohibitionists C. F. Ham- 
mond and'the greenbackers E. P. Allis. 
The republicans of this state are not 
harmoniously inclined. The civil-service 
order bas soured the active workers, 
while the malignants do not like the 
era of pacification. The latter will be 
art to stay at home, and so wil! the for- 
mer. They are all jangled up, and we 
are promised by good judges a glorious 
democratic victory in this state next 
Tuesday. 

Mionesota elects a governor and Jeg- 
islature; Maryland, a comptroller and 
a legislature; Virginia, a governor and 
a ‘egislature, Mississippi, a governor 
and legislature ; Nebraska, a judge and 
some minor officers, and Illinois, eoun- 
ty officers. None of these elections 
have enough of the element of doubt 
in them to make them iprteresting 
either to the politician or the wayfarer.

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THE METRIU SYSTEM OF CUINAGE. 


Mr. Stephens is a free believer in the 
usefulness of the metric system, and he 
desires its application to the gold coiz- 
age of the United States. The bill 
that he presented on this subject last 
week is an argument in itself, and we 


therefore give it in full: 

Whereas the metric system of coinage, based 
on the gram as the unit of weigh!,is pow almost 
universally acknowledged to be the best; and 
whereas the gold coinage c{ the Uuited States 
can be brought into exact conformity with the 
metric system by a chavge amounting to less 
than one third of one percentum; ‘Therefore, 

Be it enacted by the senate aud house of rep- 
resentatives of the United States of America in 
congress assembled, That the gold hereafter 
coined by the United States shall contain, for 
each dollar of denominational Vaiue, one and 
one-half grams of pure gold, and shall weigh, 
for each dollar, one and two-thirds grams, the 
proportion of alluy to the entire weight being 
thus kept as ore to ten. 

Sec 2. Thatsuch coins shall be legal tenders 
in payments arising from contracts made at any 
time after the 4th day of July, 1878. 

Sec. 3. That sue. coins shall have stamped 
upon them. in addition to other devices, their 
weight in grams and the inecription,nine-tenths 
fire.

of General Lee, a persistent attack has 
been made upon General Longstreet’s 
action in that battle, and it has been 
frequently charged that his delay on 
the 2d and the 31 caused the loss of the 
battle. General Longstreet explaias 
that he has preserved an almost unbro- 
ken silence since the battle, because he 
was loth to say a word, even though 
his own reputation suffered. that could 
be distorted into an attack upon 
General Lee. He publishes a printed 
letter written to his uncle, Judge Long- 
street, just after the battle, in which he 
siates that although his plans cf 
the battlo were disregarded, and that 
disaster fol'owed for this reason, he pre- 
ferred to shoulder the blame rather 
than, by a critical exposition of the 
facts, weaken the confidence that the 
soldiers had in General L3e,. The at-~- 
tack upon him has been so persistent 
and malevolent, he says, and comes 80 
direct from those who have some ap- 
parent authority from General Lee,that 
he feels bound to give the fucts in the 
ease with such comment as is neces- 
sary.

General Longstreet gives a thoroughly 
interesting history of the movements 
of the troops, and shows how the whole 
course of the campaign was changed 
at Chambersburg by the arrivai of a 
scout who, in the deplorable absence of 
Stewart's cavalry, had been sent out tou 
reconnoitre forthe enemy. He shows 
also upwn how slight an accident the 


battle of Gettysburg was brought on. 
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Concerning the battle itself, Gen. 
Longstreet is very positive and parti- 
cular. Hetirst disproves by volumi- 
nous and indisputable evidence, the 
statement that he was ordered by Gen. 
Lee to open the at‘ack at sunrise on 
the 2d. He shows that long after sun- 
rise on the 24, Gen. Lea was still unde- 
termined as to whether the attack 
should be opened upon our right or 
leit—by Jongstreet or by Ewell. H- 
asserts that Gen. Lee never designated 
any hourat which the attack shouid 
be made, and that the order for attack 
was not issued until the morning was 
well advanced. He then shows thata 
delay of forty minutes was made 
with Gen Lee’s acquiescence, waiting 
for Laws’ brigade to reach the field of 
action. He then started to get his 
troops into line of battle. He found 
that the orders were to march under 
the guidance of Col, Johnston of Gen. 
Lee’s engineer corps, the object being 
to so conduct them that their march 
woud be unobserved. The march 
was made bya circuitous route, and 
was often delayed, the engineer officers 
spending much time in fiading a cor- 
rect route. At length a halt was call- 
ed, and Gen. Longstreet, afer waiting 
until his patience gave out, he hurried 
forward, and found McLaws, who 
commanded the advance corps, wait- 
ing, under orders from Gen. Lae, until 
©C.l. Johnston could find a covered 
route. Gen, Longstreet was, of course, 
not able to move the head of the col- 
umn, in direct opposition to Gen. L2e’s 
orders, but he rode back, and ordered 
Gen, Wood to bring his division forward 
as rapidly as possible, and without 
any regard to any concealment. He 
thus 1eally precipitated the battie in» 
stead of delaying it. He further states 
that Gen. Lee was, during the whole 
day, either directly in his company, or 
within a few minutes march of him, 
and had there been a delav of several 
hours, as is alleged, or hid what delay 
there was been inexplicable or annoy- 
ing to Gen, Lee, that he would have at 
once sent orders to Gen. Longsi‘reet to 
bring the trooys forward, 

Gen. Longstreet discusses the battle 
of the 3-d, which is now generally ac-~ 
knowledged to have been unwise, and 
shows that be stoutly and earnestly 
protested ayainst making it. He says 
that General Lee afterwards asked 
him why ‘he did not stop all that bus- 
iness that day.’’ Longstreet replied 
that after he had protested against it, 
he did not feel ju-tified in openly dis- 
obeying orders. The account of the 
battle is thrilling and graphic. 

The distinguished soldier says that 
the failure of the campaign was due to 
the absence of Stewart’s cavalry, for 
which Stewart was hardly to blame— 
the ill-advised attack on the 2nd, and 
the still more unnecessary attack on 
the , the true policy being to have 
flanked Meade’s army, and taken pos'- 
tion between it and Washington. The 
popular clamor through the north 
would have forced Meade to attack Lee 
in a fortified position, and he could 
have been easily repulsed. It was 
agreed in a council at Fredericksburg 
before the troops marched, that the 
campaign should be one of offensive 
strategy. but defensive  tactics—in 
other words, that while the invasion 
should be made, the confederates 
should select a position and maneuvre 
theenemy into attacking them. This 
policy was abindoned only on the eve- 
ning of the first day’s fight. That en- 
counter between our advance and 
Reynolds’ corps was wholly accidental, 
and the success gained by our arms 
got Gen. Lees blood warm, and led 
him into ordering an attack the next 
day that in the light of subsequent 
events 1s shown to have been hopeless, 
and could have been regarded in but 
little better light at thetime.

OUFFER IN THE COURT. 
A Negro Applies fur Admission to 
the Bar of the Supreme Ceurt, 

Atlanta bids fair to have before long 
a negro lawyer,™ regular practice before the 
state cours. . 

On last Thursday, a colored man of about 21 
years of age apparently, walked into the sU* 
preme court aud made a motion for bis admis 
sion to that court. He stated that he wasa 
regular practitioner in the courts of South Car- 
olina and that he had papers from Judges War- 
ner and McKay attesting that fact He also had 
a diploma trom the law college of the univer- 
sity of outh Carolina, and his commission as 
trial justice of Richland county, South Carolina, 
signed by Gov. Hampton. 

HE CLAIMED ADMISSION 
under the 3rd rule of the court, which prevides 
that a lawyer shal! be entitled to plead in any 
court in thie state, if he can show that he was 
in practice before a court of equal dignity in 
any Other state. 

Judge Warner replied to his motion, very 
quietly and impar.ially. He said that the rue 
of th ecourt in question was meant to accomo- 
date lawyers from other states, who visited the 
Georgia courts merely for the purpose of plead- 
ing some especial case. He stated that if the 
petitioner had avy particular case to pleai, that 
he eould be heard upon the paymentof the 
usual fee to the clerk. If, however, the peti- 
tiouer desired to become a resideut of the state 
aud a regular practitioner in the supreme court, 
he wou.d have to reachit in the usual way— 
that is through the superior court—u,ypon 
this the petitiouer withdrew in good o: der 

A reporter of THE CossTITUTION found him 
soon afterwards, and askid him what course he 
intended to pursue.
